Later, a horse owned by Hauer was 
found beaten to death. Acquaintances said 
Hauer became extremely frightened. He 
began sleeping with his lights on and he 
carried a pistol wherever he went. 

Otherwise, his life si vie appeared to 
have remained unchanged. He farmed, did 
leatherwork, raised chickens, canned 
food, explored caves and wrote. 

The old-fashioned farm¬ 
house in which he lived is j 
filled with books and maga¬ 
zines. It contained more than 
100 copies of National Geo¬ 
graphic. Many of them lay 
atop a set of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. A large drawing 
of a cave is tacked above his 
bed. A chart in the kitchen 
shows the vitamin content of 
organic food. A bumper stick¬ 
er reads “Love Animals Don’t 
Eat Them." Two cats prowl

HAUER WAS regarded by 
some of those who knew him 
as a kind of “hippie." He wore 
his brown hair long and he had 
a beard. 

Within the last few years, 
several small communes of 
young people have sprung up 
hear Watoga State Park. 

There may be as many as a 
dozen of them, containing a 
few people each. 

Smith’s father, William 
Smith, who was at the scene, 
said at one point that he be¬ 
lieved his son’s disappearance 
was somehow linked to resi- . 
dents of the commune. Police 
said they found no evidence of 
such a link. 

On at. least, two occasions 
during the search, members 
of some of the communes said 
they had visions of where 
Smith's body would be discov- | 
ered. One was a black man 
who said he saw the body in a 
cave with water flowing out of 
the cave. There was a stream 
emerging irom the cave in 
which the body was discov¬ 
ered.

Although police discounted
